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Yellowstone  National  Park 

IN  1883  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  constructed 
its  Yellowstone  Park  line  from  Livingston,  on 
the  main  line,  to  Cinnabar,  and  in  1903  it  was 
completed  to  Gardiner  at  the  northern  boundary 
of  Yellowstone  Park.  Here,  also,  in  April,  1903, 
President  Roosevelt  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the 
massive  and  dignified  lava  arch  which  marks  the 
original  entrance  to  the  Park. 

Since  1883,  therefore,  the  public  has,  by  way  of 
Cinnabar,  which  was  only  between  two  and  three 
miles  below  Gardiner,  and  later  through  Gardiner, 
been  able  to  easily  make  the  tour  of  the  Park,  the 
Northern  Pacific  running  its  trains,  including  stand- 
ard  Pullmans,  to  the  Park  entrance  at  Gardiner. 

The  Park  tour  proper,  from  Gardiner,  is  made  in 
large,  strong.  Concord  stage  coaches  constructed 
for  this  particular  purpose  and  combining  all  the 
desirable  features  of  the  old  time  and  historic  Con- 
cord coach. 

Between  Gardiner  and  Mammoth  Hot  Springs, 
a  distance  of  five  miles,  and  the  latter  point  the 
Government  administrative  center  of  the  Park, 
the  coaches  are  drawn  by  six  horses  and  have  a 
capacity  of  twenty  to  thirty-four  passengers. 
Beyond  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  four-horse  coaches 
are  used  and  they  range  in  capacity  from  five  to 
eleven  passengers.  Covered  surreys,  containing 
three  to  five  passengers,  are  also  available. 

From  the  time  of  leaving  Gardiner  until  the 
tourist  returns  to  that  point,  the  regular  tour 
comprises  five  and  one-half  days,  and  this  is 
the  shortest  time  in  which  one  can  possibly  make 
the  tour,  and  obtain  anything  like  a  satisfactory 
idea  of  the  Park.  Any  attempted  curtailment  of 
the  trip  means  an  absolute  and  a  real  loss  some- 
where. This  tour — round  trip  from  Livingston 
six  days,  five  and  one-half  days  in  the  Park — is 
the  result  of  twenty-five  years'  experience  in  trans- 
porting tourists  through  the  Park  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Government,  and  enables  one  to  see 
the  most  for  the  least  expenditure  of  both  time  and 
money,  and  in  the  utmost  comfort. 

The  daily  drives  are  of  moderate  length,  over 
hard,  government  built  and  water  sprinkled  roads. 


with  a  stop  of  an  hour  or  more  for  luncheon.  The 
nights  are  spent  at  large,  electric-lighted  and  steam- 
heated  hotels  equal  to  those  found  at  the  best 
tourist  resorts;  among  these  are  the  large  hotel  at 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  Old  Faithful  Inn  at  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  Colonial  Hotel  on  the  bank  of  Yel- 
lowstone Lake,  and  Grand  Canyon  Hotel, 
overlooking  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone, 
from  which  its  name  is  derived.  This  hotel  was 
officially  opened  June  15,  1911.  This  elaborate 
structure  rivals  the  finest  resort  places  of  the  world; 
it  is  the  last  to  be  reached  on  the  regular  Park  tour. 

For  those  who  have  the  leisure  these  tours  may 
be  extended,  as  to  time,  without  any  added  cost 
for  transportation.  Stopovers  are  allowed  at 
the  various  hotels,  upon  reasonable  notice  being 
given,  for  any  period  within  the  prescribed  limits 
of  the  Park  season — June  15  to  September  15 — 
except  that  parties  holding  one-way  rail  tickets 
reading  to  points  on  or  reached  via  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway,  stopovers  must  not  exceed  thirty 
(30)  days. 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  and  to  accommodate 
all  classes  of  tourists,  various  Fares  are  in  effect 
during  the  Park  season,  and  tickets  may  be  pur- 
chased at  most  railway  ticket  offices,  based  upon 
these  fares.

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  operates  three 
daily  through  electric-lighted  transcontinental  pas- 
senger trains,  two  daily  through  trains  between 
Chicago  and  Puget  Sound  and  Portland,  and  one 
between  St.  Louis- Kansas  City  and  the  North  Pacific

Trains  Nos.  1  and  2,  The  North  Coast  Limited, 
carry  drawing  room,  compartment  and  open  sec- 
tion sleeping  cars,  leather  upholstered  tourist  sleep- 
ing cars,  dining  car  and  coaches  between  Chicago 
and  Seattle,  -observation  library  car  with  barber 
and  bath  and  clothes  pressing  serivce  between 
Chicago  and  Tacoma,  drawing  room  compartment 
sleeping  car  between  Chicago  and  Portland  via 
S.  P.  &  S.  Ry.  between  Pasco  and  Portland.  It 
also  carries,  during  park  season,  a  through  Yellow- 
stone Park  sleeping  car,  Gardiner  to  Chicago.
